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YesterDay beingAsh-Wednesday, there was no performance at any 
of the Theatres. 

It is said that Mr. Kean was seized on Monday during rehearsal 
with sudden dizziness, sueceeded by a state of stupor, and that he 
was so ill, that his medical attendant was obliged to accompany him 
home in his carriage. A few days, however, it is hoped will sufficiently 
restore him, to enable him to resnwe his professional duties. Mr. 
Kean has, we hear, incurred great expense in preparing the costume 
of the chivalrous Harry, whieh is of the most splendid description. 

The Committee that has been formed for taking into consideration 
the re-building ef the English Opera House, have published the fol- 
lowing Resolutions. 

The Gentlemen present, having heard a statement of the income 
and expenditure of the late Theatre, and being unanimously of opinion 
that, by the spirited manner in which it had been conducted by Mr. 
Arvold, the English Opera-house had been of the utmost benefit to 
native talent, and had greatly conduced to the advancement of musieal 
science. 

Resolved—That it is desirable that every encouragement be given 
to Mr. Arnold to enable him to restore the English Opera to that 
state which his perseverance and labour for upwards of twenty years 
had raised it. : 

Resolved—That the trustees of the late Theatre be requested to 
call a meeting of the old renters, to ascertain whether they, the old 
renters, will consent to postpone their claims to the newly-erected 
Theatre to the new renters, by whose money the Theatre is to be 
built. 

Resolved—That to facilitate the object of the present meeting, a 
general meeting be convened at the saloon of the King’s Theatre, on 
Wednesday, the 3d of March, at one for two o’clock precisely, and 
that the said meeting be convened by circular letters and advertise- 
ments.

Fire at THE Panarmoyxion THEeATRE.—On Tuesday afternoon, 
about two o'clock, the newly-constructed and elegant little Theatre in 
Gray’s Inn-lane-road, called “ The Panarmonion,’’ had nearly been 
destroyed by fire. Signor Lanza had announced the opening of the 
Theatreon Monday next, and the walls and interior of the house gener 
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ally, being extremely damp, large chafing dishes, or stoves filled with 
lighted coal and coke, were placed in various situations to air the es- 
tablishment. About the time above stated the company were on the 
stage rehearsing the Opera of The Siege of Belgrade, when it was 
found that the efluvia that arose from one of these chafing-dishes, 
which was placed in the pit, near the orchestra, most powerfully af- 
feeted the voices of the ladies in the rehearsal of their songs ; the 
consequence was that Sig. Lanza ordered it to be removed to another 
station, and the men in the act of doing so upset the whole of the 
burning coal and coke amongst an immense heap of shavings and 
wood, and in one instant they became ignited, but the flames were soon 
extinguished without doing much damage.
